Idahoans defend use of pesticide on spud crop

BOISE — For a state that is famous foril's 
potatoes, a T\iesday newspaper report that a 
. .pesticide.uscd.Qn Idaho's largest cash crop is 
toxic to the young could set o(T a national 
potato scare with a devastating efTect on 
farmers, state ofRcials say. 

A copy of "an Environmental Protection 
Agency recommendation cited 'Ricsday by 
The New York Times said from 15,000 to 
50,000 infants and children a day run the 
risk of • illness from potatoes on which 
aldicarb has been applied. The chemical is 
sold under the trade name Tbmik and is 


manufactured by Rhone-Poulenc Sj\. of 
France. 

"I've never heard of any case where there's 
been any residue in Idaho's potato crop," said 
John Ojuloj potato_specinlist_for the Univer- 
sity of Idaho's extension service in Idaho 
Falls. 

"Idaho is famous for its potatoes," Ojata 
said. "If it appeared that Tbmik was danger- 
ous, wo would yank it immediately." 

Aldicarb is used extensively on potatoes, 
Idaho's largest crop at $457 million in 1988. 
Imported bananas also reportedly to present 
a risk to infants and children. 

Thm Welsch, a spokesman for the Idaho 


Department of Agriculture, said initial reac- 
tion to the report indicates the beginning of a 
national potato .scare. 

Mary Anne Ford,- a spokeswoman fur 
Rhone-Poulenc S.A., .said tests on Aldicarb do 
not show any health hazards through food 
crops. 

Rep. Richard Stallings, D-Idaho. on l\ics- 
day contacted acting Deputy EPA Adminis- 
trator John Moore, who .said the report was 
an internal document in the developmental 
stages. 

"Much of the methodology of the report's 
findings is new and still requires peer re- 
view," Moore said. "The report and its find- 


ings and recommendations arc by no means 
final nor conclusive. 

"The chemical in question has not been for- 
mally or conclusively identified for any action 
at this point. The leak af thi s report to the 
press was very unfortunale," Moore said. 

"Unless the EPA formally makes a strongly 
worded statement to counteract this leak, se- 
rious damage could be done," Stallings said. 
"I am very disturbed that someone in EPA 
would release a preliminary report which has 
not gone through thc' appropriate evaluation 
process." 

Moore said an EPA statement will be is- 
sued today. 


An independent scientific advisory group 
wilt review the toxicity report and develop a 
recommendation on whether Temik should be 
taken off the market, said Karl Arne, a pesti- 
cide specialist with the EPA regional office in 
SeailTe. ' ” ' 

One drop of aldicarb absorbed through the 
skin can kill an adult, the Times said. In chil- 
dren. exposure in the concentrations found in 
some potatoes could cause stomach cramps, 
nervous disorders, headaches and other ail- 
ments. 

U'mik is a systemic pesticide, which means 
it kills insects on the p!ant.k‘avcs and stem,

$4,200 by the Occupational Safely and Health Admin- 
istration for maintaining various haimrdous working 
condiliomi at its liuhl-nrcn plant. 

Clear Springs has until Miircli 28 to correct the 
problems. However, the company is contesting the 
OSHA citations. 

Clear Springs is negotiating with OSHA to work out 
di.sagreemcnts, said Liirrj' Cope, Clear Springs presi- 
dent. 

If the company is nokjntisficd with the resulLs, it 
may appeal to the independent OSHA review commis- 
sion and an administrative judge will decide if the ci- 
tations arc warranted. 

Clear Springs has the option of appealing that deci- 
sion to the 9th Circuit Court of Appeals, ' . ..

Critics of disposable diapers argue 
that the ihrow-awav- wraps not only 
pile up in the landfills and take 
about 500 years to. decompose, but 
also pose a health hazard, 

Kat Uradley-Bcnnelt. an a.ssociate 
of the Rocky Mountain I’eace Center, 
said babies eliminate large numbers 
of intestinal viruses and pathogens 
from immunizations. 

“Americans dispose of so many di- 
apers that we could fill a garbage 
barge every six hours." the coordina- 
tor of local recycling program .*aid. 

"The word is ilial nationally, ap- 
proximately 2 III 3 percent of all solid 
waste is allribulable to disposable 
diapers." said .John Moeller, with the 
Slate ilealth and Welfare Depart- 
ment’s policy and standards section 
for ihe-llaziirdous Materials Bureau. " 

Ada County officials, however, 
have said disposable diapers account 
for 1 percent or less of iheir garbage, 
.Moeller said. 

“Prom my perspective, it hasn't be- 
come an issue because nobody's out 
there Imiking at it." he added.

—Restrueture elective 
government sensibly 

A good case can bo mode for the restructuring of election 
terihs of some Idaho public ofndals, including legislators, 
but wo think tho Houso State Affairs Committee was right 
this week to kill a proposal which would have changed ull 
tho legislators' terms to four years. 

ida<9^ almost unique among the states in having both 
Representatives and Senators stand for election every two 
years. The usual approach is for states to follow the federal 
pattern in which Representatives arc elected for two year 
terms and Senators for four or six years. 

That would be an appropriate change for Idaho to make, 
but the proposal considered this year would not have 

-accomplished it. 

. This is a ca.HC in which half a loaf is not better than none. 
The Legislature should study the issue again and make n 
prci^cntation which better reflects a sensible change. 

While it’s looking at that issue, we think it should consider 
at least two other changes. 

One is in the election of local county officials, including 
clerks and county commissioners, auditors, assessors, 
sheriffs and county prosecutors. Some of these positions, in 
our view, should not bo elected at all and others should be 
only for part-time duties, such as is the case now for city 
councilmen. 

We think county government in Idaho would be a lot more 
efTicient if counties, particularly larger ones, were allowed 
to institute a county manager form of government in which 
the current department heads would become appointed 
professionals in their respective divisions and in which the 
commissioner-jobs would be changed from full to part-time. 

The Legislature, in our view, should consider giving that 
option to counties, if they want it. 

The other is in the terms of office for elected college 
trustees, such as the five-person board of tho College of 
Southern Idaho. 

, Here, we think the public would be well served by a 
change in the law to allow for runoff elections in case.s 
where no candidate has n majority and for a limit on the 
number and length of terms in olTice. 

These changes we think would make Idahos stniclure of 
elected government more responsive and efficient. They

Former Com missioner Bob Thackeray said watchdog

The exercises involving 200.(XX) 
South Korean and U.S. troops arc 
becoming increasingly controversial 
as South Korean radicals demand an

their country. Opinion polls indicate 
many ordinary South Korean-s have 
growing reservations aboul it. 

"Many young American soldiers 
thinlnhG“Bame"a5”iho"Ko‘reuns"^ 
they don't want us here and we don't 
want to be here," said an ofTicer, 
who declined to be named. "They 
want to go home. " 

Some U.S. officers and soldiers 
say anli-Americnnism is creating 
morale problems, and some don't 
want lo serve in South Korea be- 
cause they don't feel welcome. They 
ask why the United States makes a 
massive' defense commitment to a 
nation where protesters regularly at- 
tack U.S. government facilities and 
stage violent anti-American 
— protest 


A U.S. officer who asked not to be 
identified said radical students 
hurled firebombs at an American 
unit during tne exercises around 
Wonju. The bombs caused no dam- 
age and the protesters fled in a car, 
he said.

South Korean and U.S. officials in- 
sist nnli-Amcriconism is a minor 
problem confined to a radical fringe, 
and that relations between the two 
nations romuin as close as over. But 
U.S. soldiers, who arc told to avoid 
wearing uniforms on the streew so 
as not to offend Koreans, dun’t 
agree.

But opinion polls indicate many 
Koreans have doubts about the U.S.

ing out American forces, A recent 
government survey said 59.1 percent 
support a gradual U.S, withdrawal 
and 7.2 percent want immediate 
withdrawal. 

Anti-Americanism lias bloomed in 
recent months because of trade fric- 
tion and a perception that Washing- 
ton backed past authoritarian gov- 
ernments. Koreans also complain 
the United Slates treats their nation 
ns an unimportant satellite despite 
-its-cnormbus-economic-growth 'and -- 
emergence as an Asian power. 

The resentment aimed at U.S. 
forces is a stunning revcr.snl after 
years of gratitude for the American 
military intervention in 1950 that 
saved the south from a communist 
invasion by North Korea. U.S. forces 
remained after the Korean War and 
-13,000 are based in the south. 

U.S, and South Korean leaders in- 
sist the American military presence 
is vital to protect ihd south from 
North Korea, which hos staged in- 
termittent attacks against the south, 
On a February visit lo Seoul, Presi- 
dent Bush said American forces 
have kept the south free and will re- 
main as long as they arc wanted.

Gary Evans, a chemistry pro- 
fessor at Bcmidji State Universi- 
ty in Minnesota discussed possi- 
ble benefits of "chromium picoli- 
nnte" during a meeting of the . 

-Federation of the American Soci- 
'eties for Experimental Biology. 

Two .studies at Bemidji State 


found that the compound "bulked 
up" muscle and cut down body 
fat, he said. In one study, football 
players on the same exercise pro- 
grams took either chromium pi- 
colinntoora placebo. 

Those taking the chromium pi- 
colinale showed an average 42 
percent greater growth in lean 
body mass and a 22 percent drop 
in total body fat, compared to a 
1.06 percent drop for the control 
group, he said. • • 

"When used in recommended 
quantities, it appears that 


chromium picolinate achieves 
the results similar to those of an- 
abolic steroids, and that the nu- 
trient is a safe, offectivo sub.sii- 
' tute," he said. 

"This is the type of research we 
hope will eventually give athletes 
altornalivos to steroids," said 
Bob Goldman, head of a couple of 
organizations that deal with 
sports medicine and chief phy.si- 
cinn for the International Feder- 
ation of Body Builders.

World of antique dealer 
becomes ever smaller

Tliough boundarics-sull-dividu th«- 
polilical world, there's just one world 
of fine antiques. 

Those who can afford it are ju-sl as 
likely lo buy in Europe as in New 
York or their own hometown. And 
personal taste, rather than decorat- 
ing styles, often dictates what they 
choose for their homes, says Paige 

magazine. 

Whin's fashionable cros.ses both 
lime period-H and national bound- 
aries. 

The antiques dealer's world has 
al.'D’bocomc' much'smalier. said the 
Lis Angeles-based editor who was in 
New York recently to attend the Win- 
ter Antiques Show at tho 7th Regi- 
ment Armory. 

"You see the major dealers at 
.■•iiow.s all over the counlr>' and every 
local dealer knows what things arc 
worth." added Rense, who travels 
quite a bit herself in her quest for 
luxurious interiors to reproduce in 
the pages of the magazine. 

She says it's sometimes po.ssible lo 
follow the progress of a particularly 
tooth.some object as it makes its way 
from a local shop or sale to become 
one of the glittering prizes in New 
York. 

The New York Winter Antiques 
Show bears out her opinion that 
there is no single hot ticket in the up- 
per reaches of the antiques world, 
Ttie -show held each January in Man- 
hattan for the past 35 yeurs is con- 
sidered a bellwether by trend-watch- 
rr>.

What's selling well, according lb 
exhibitor Kenneth Newman of the 
Old Print Shop, is 'the top 10 percent 
in all categories. Tbp quality, good 
condition and rarity are sought." 
Rather than opt for lesser quality, 
people tend to move into later time 
periods as the .old things get harder - 
to find, added Newman. 

A list of the showstoppera some 
dealers brought illustrates the great 
variety of •'antiques, including a 
painted Plains Indian buffalo robe, 
circa 1850, at America Hurrah An- 
tiques; a French Gobl-lin carpet_ 
shown by Doris Leslie Blau; a Ne- 
hemiah Adams breakfronl from 
Salem, Ma-ss., in Ronald Bourgcaull's 
booth; 18th-century French wallpa- 
per sold by Cora Ginsburg. 

Miniature 16th-century figures in 
full armor, Russian court furniture, 
an 18lh-ccnlury musical clock and a 
primitive American painted bench 
were other items their purveyors bill- 
lyhoood.

Everything hut the squeal: Pork rinds 
:catcKSoutherners pr esident’s fancy 


._,NAHUNTA.^.C. (AP)_— Even ip, good times, 

■ Its Hard for SoutHeracrs^ to trash anything that 
comes from a hog, hence' the presidential snnck, 
pork rinds, 

^"Ymi don't throw nothing away," said Larry 
Pierce, manager of the NahiihUi Pork Center, 
■'^’ou use everything from a hog but the squeal." 

“It’s the finest food substance available on the 
planet," said state Sen, Wendell Murphy, a Du- 
plin County hog farmer and one of the largest 
pork producers in the nation. 

Hogs provide hams, pork chops, bacon and 
sausage. Their feel ore pickled, the intestines are 
used as casings for sausage, thg tails ore used for 
___ficasoning and the hide ends up in fancy driving 
■gloves. Hiish Piippy shoos and President George 
Bush's favorite munchio. 

Pierce, who produces pork, rinds, thinks it’s 
great that Qush prefers them with Tabasco sauce. 
But if the president wants some of Nahunta's 
home-style skins, he'll have to come to this cross- 
roads 50 miles southeast of Raleigh to get them. 

“It will probably be good for the porn industry, 
but there's not- much way for it to help our busi- 
ness." said Pierce, whose father founded the com- 
pany 2-1 years ago, "We process 100 skine a week 
-..and can'tjacfit-thcjiemaml’frQm our customers 
us it is." 

The pork comnany, which makes up most of 
Nohunta, started as a slaughterhouse in 1956 
and added retail pork sales in 1975. It does not 
■■ distribute its products; but moro than 3,000 peo- 
- -ple-B'Week- come-by to. pick out fresh pork-ond- 
cured hams. They also grab up 99-cent bags of 
Pierce’s salted and deep-lned pork skins. 

"We process about 500 hogs a week," Pierce 
said, “but we’re real particular about the skins 
-we use. If they aren’t quite up to snuff, we won’t 
use them. Tliafs why wo only turn about 100 


skinsa.weekinto.porkrinds." .. ., 

A special machine slices the skin' off of pork 
pieces. The skin pieces arc cooked for four hours 
in vats to dry out the fat. Then the hard, shriv- 
eled skins arc deep fried. 

The pieces of skin' swell and pop,' turning into 
puffyjlflbs of rind in minutes. 

“This is our scientific measuring process," 
Pierco’said os ho dipped a handful of salt from a 
bucket and spread it over the fried rinds. 


Two ounces of rinds 
contain 315 calories, 32.5 
grams of protein, 18.9 
grams of fat, 58 milligrams 
of cholesterol, and 1,054 
milligrams of salt 


“Ones that come out like this, wc throw away," 
he said, plucking a dark, hard chunk from among 
tho beige sheets of fried skin. “And we’vo got two 
grades of rinds. 

"The ones that come out really nice and thin 
areJio. Ones." he said. “Your thicker skins that 
come out a little tougher arc No. TVos." 

A bag of No. Ones, which weighs a little more 
than 3 ounces, and a 12-ounce bag of No. Twos go 
for the same price — 99 cents. 

■■“Wc actually sell more of the No. Twos,” Pierce 
aaid.-'^People SMm to like to gnaw-on4hem a little- 
bit." 

A half-ounce serving of pork rinds provides lit- 
tle in the way of nutrition; potato chips and 
peanuts have more nutrients, but also more fat 
and cholesterol. 

A U.S. Department of Agriculture analysis 


showed a two-ounce package of rinds contains 
315 calorics: 32.5 grams of protein; 18.9 grams of 
fat; 58 milligrams of cholesterol; and 1,054 mil- 
ligrams of salt. 

The Snack Food Association said pork rind 
sales nationally totalcd'$195 million in 1987, a* 
figure dwarfed by potato chips, which had $3.8 
billion in sales the same year, 

Dwayne Pilkington, a professor of food science 
at North Carolina State University, said the ori- 
gin of pork rinds is lost in history. 

“I don’t know when people started popping 
skins or why," Pilkington said. “1 don’t know if it's 
a takeoff from the old days of crackling or what." ' 

. Crackling, or cracklin', is hog fat that has the - 
lard squeezed out of it and is then cooked. In 
some areas, tho layer of fat was ground up with 
the skin 0> make tho crisp treat; 

“It could be that somoMdy had a piece of skin 
left over from cracklin’, put it on a stove and it 
popped, sort of an accidental discovery,” Pilking- 
ton said. 

Pierce said he isn’t sure why pork rinds have 
remained a regional delicacy, -limited mainly to 
the South.

Still, losses in the second half of 
the year, $4.1 billion, were down sub* 
stantially from the first halfs ^ bil- 
lion, largely, because of government 
cITorts to close, merge or prop up 223 
institutions, also a post-Dcprcssion 
record. ' - 

James Barth, chief economist of 
the bank board, said the worst may 
be over, but he Warned that the ef- 
fect of rising interest rates in 1989 
will be "obviouslyladvcrse." 

"Operating income should be lower 
across the board for all thrills in the 
Ttrst and second quarters," he said, 
but he also added, "I would guess we 
aren't going to sec $12.1 billion (in 
losses) in 1989." 

Savings and loans make their 
money by borrowing short-term, 
from depositors, and lending long-

When rates follow a normal pat- 
tern — higher long rates and lower 
short rates, institutions cam more on 
loans .than they pay to depositors.
